JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates extend to the 8th Oct. The outward mail of Aug. 18 
(French) arrived on the 5th Oct. 

The Gazette says the political affairs of the country are so 
quiet that there is not a single new feature to report. There are 
changes among the local officials in various places. Ito, who was 
recently in the United States, inquiring into their fiscal system 
or everything else, has been appointed head of the Mint at

The steamship Ocean Queen was disposed of by Messrs. Bourne 
and Co., on the 23rd Sept., for $30,000, to Messrs. Favre Brandt, 


The Japan Herald newspaper was sold on Oct. 2, by auction, by 
Messrs. Bourne and Co. The plant and goodwill of the paper 
and the lease of the premises fell to Mr. J. H. Brooks for $5,200. 

The U.SS. frigate Colorado is in dock at Yokoska. She is 
found to have suffered very little damago. 

On Oct. 4,08 the British steamer Roma was leaving the har- 
bour for Kobé, the chief engineer, Mr. Henry Blackwood, was 
going down the ladder into the engine-room, when he suddenly 
slipped and fell a distance of about 4} to 5 feet, dying instantly. 
There was no outward mark of any hurt on his body. The de- 
ccased was a native of Glasgow, Scotland, and had been on the 
coast for more than ten years. 

The Herald says :—The misunderstanding that we mentioned 
as having arisen between the Custom House officers and mer- 
chants respecting the rate at which the new coins, and likewise 
kinsats, should be received at the Custom House, has had the 
attention of the foreign representatives, and the native govern- 
ment ; after several conferences held in Yedo between them, it 
was decided that the position the Custom House officials assumed 
on the issue of the new coin should be abandoned, and to the end 
of this year duties will be received as before. 

In reference to the new coinage, the yen is already at three per 
cent. pe over the Mexican dollar; the supply of new coin 
and the twenty cent pieces is anything but equal to the demand. 

The erection of more lights on the principal points of the 
coast is being brought under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. 

The railroad from here to Yedo is further advanced. Trial 
trips from Yokohama to a short distance from Kanagawa have 
taken place. It is said that in another few days it will be opened 
as far as Kawasaki, this being nearly half the one of the line. 

The land sale in the foreign settlement at Yedo has taken 
place, but great repugnance to purchasing was exhibited, only 
about six lots being bought. 

The American scientific mission that lately arrived, consisting 
of General Horace Capron and staff, has had an audience of the 
Mikado, and has been otherwise entertained at the capital. A 
portion of the staff is shortly to start for the north for mineral 


and agricultural survey, to develop the resources of Yesso.

Admiral Kellet with a party of French naval officers visited 
the railway works on Friday, on the invitation of the engineer- 
in-chief, and proceeded in the working train as far as Ko-ashi. 

A grave discussion is going on at Yedo as to whether the rail- 
way extension should be towards the north or west first. The 
former is looked upon as of great commercial moment, the latter 
as of equal political and commercial importance, and strong 
argument is adduced on both sides. The union of the west 
coast with Osaka is also a prominent subject, and the preliminary 
work is already well advanced. 

We have good authority for believing that his Majesty the 
Mikado purposes visiting Yokohama in a few days. It is not his 
intention to wait until the railway is finished to Sinagawa. He 
will travel from Kawasaki by the line, which is already so far 
completed. 

A German, a native of Strasburg, Johan Zimmerman by name, 
arrived from Shanghai in August last, seeking employment as a 

hotographer. e went to Yedo, and while there engaged a 
Heat to take him toa ship lying in Yedo harbour. One of the 
Japanese, of whom there were two in the boat, was shot by Zim- 
merman, the remaining sendo jumping overboard and swimming 
ashore. This man asserts that his companion was shot purposely 
by the German, who, on the other hand, affirms that he shot at a 
duck with a revolver, but at the same time admits that the bullet 
mizht have hit the sendo, who was between the duck and himself, 
and steering the boat. Zimmerman was arrested by the Japanese 
authorities, and handed over to Mr. Zappe, Acting Consul-General 
for Germany, who hag already commenced the preliminary in- 
quiry.

NAGASAKI. 
The following items are frem the Vagasaki Express :-— 


The work of reorganisation in Japan appears to be carried on 
in Hiogo as stringently as it can possibly be in any part of the 
Empire. The number of retainers in the district has been re- 
duced to considerably less than a tenth. The priests have also 
been reduced in a similar manner, even those hitherto specially 
retained in the Prince’s service to perform the periodical ancestral 
worship. The whole of the idols de-licated to Buddha and placed 
in numerous joss houses, have either been removed or are in the 
course of removal to the temples—only those appertaining to the 
Shintoo religion being allowed to remain in public. From out- 
ward appearances the majority of the towns-pecple secm quite 
indiiferent about their removal, but the rural population view the 
new order of things in the light of religious intolerance. The 
order is-ued commanding the whole of the officials having inter- 
course with foreigners to wear their hair dressed in the simple 
style customary amongst the latter is in the course of being car- 
ricd out, and we hear that the Governor of Nagasaki underwent 
his tonsorial preparation a few days since. 

It is the intention to establish schools for teaching English at 
Hiogo. Our informant visited Rionoske, a brother of the reign- 
ing Prince, whom he found residing in a mansion furnished in 
European style ; he will shortly leave for a visit to Europe, which 
will be of about three years’ duration. 

The complimentary dinner to Mr. Consul Annesley, given at 
the Occidental Hotel, must cause that gentleman to carry away 
with hiin some exceedingly pleasant reminiscences of the esteem 
in which he is held by his fellow countrymen.

TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent of the North China Herald writes that the 
place has been much excited by the arrival from Honan, [by the 
Grand Canal, of a anake said to be the spirit of a god who can 
control the waters ; it is called Kim-lungsze Ta wang. 2All the 
mandarins, from Li-hung-chang down, have been to the temple 
where it is kept, to worship. 

Mr. Wade, accompanied by his family, left this place yesterday 
afternoon in boats for Peking. After his arial there all the 
Foreign Ministers will |be at their posts in| Peking, the others, 
who ve out at the hills and at Chefoo having previously re- | 
turned. , 

It is under agitgtion to calla meeting of the residents to take 
into consideration our position during the coming winter, and to 
ask the Foreign Ministers to take steps to keep a strong naval 
force here for the protection of foreign life and property ; as it 
is to be apprehended that, owing to want of food by the popula- 
tion, brigandage will exist to a large extent in this region. 

There was @ severe storm here on Oct. 4. It rained and hailed 
nearly till night, blowing rei all the time from the east. 
The waters are now higher than they have ever yet been in the 
plains. 





: SHANGHAI. 

Dates extend to the 11th Oct. The P. and 0. mail of Aug. 
11th arrived on the 1st Oct. (having been detained by heavy wea- 
ther); and the French mail of Aug. 18th came in on the fol- 
lowing day. . 

We hear that the new rule allowing transit passes to be taken 
out by the Chinese has been recognised in Shanghai. Applica- 
tions for passes sent in by Chinese merchants have been granted 
by the ‘Taoutai. 

Qonsiderable space in the papers to hand by this opportunity 
is naturally devoted to the account of the death of Mr. Consul 
Markham, which has been already recorded in our columns. Mr.~ 
Markham’s name was a household word in Shanghai, and the 
sorrow at his loss is intense and universal, A public funeral was 
a natural mark of respect to a gentleman holding the official 
position which Mr. Markham has done ; but there was much more 
than a formal display in the assembly of the great number of 
foreign residents who formed the funeral procession and thronged 
the grounds of the cemetery. 

Mr. Markham was an ola volunteer—captain of the Shanghai 
Mounted Rangers. He had, since his return, renewed his con- 
necsice with the corps, this time by joining the ranks of the ar- 
tillery. 

A general muster of the Volunteers attended the funeral, and 
the Artillery were also present with a gun-carriage, draped with 
black velvet. ‘The members of the Municipal Council, the Con- 
sular body, the Chinese magistrate of the Mixed Court, and a 
vast concourse of other persons also attended. The flags of the 
several consulates of all the ships in the harbour were hoisted 
half-mast high. The offices of H.B.M. Consulate and Supreme 
Court were closed. 

We take the above from the Worth China Herald, to which we 
are also indebted for the following :— 

We have also to record the sudden death of Mr. J. M. Lloyd, 
who has for nearly nine years filled the post of accountant and 
assistant-secretary to the Municipal Council, from the rupture of 
a blood-vessel in the heart. ; 

The third ordinary meeting of the China and Japan Insurance 
Company was held on the 6th Oct., Mr. J. B. Robertson in the 
chair. he accounts, after providing for interest and all other 
liabilities, showed a balatice of Ts. 93,159 to be carried forward to 
credit of working account. The net premia for the past three 
months] were estimated at Tls. 85,000, against Tls. 64,462 for 
corresponding period of 1870. ; 

Our Newchwang Correspondent writes, with reference to the 
flood some weeks ago, that over 1,000 persons were then drowned, 
and the distress caused among the remainder has been very great. 
Some 8300 were collected in Newchwang, and distributed among 
the sufferers, and this timely charity seems to have created a 
favourable impression towards foreigners among the natives. The 
weather has already been pretty cold—48 deg. Fahrt.; and when 
the next north wind comes on, frost will soon follow. Mr. James 
Hart has been appointed acting Commissoner, vice Mr. Luzon, 
who has resigued, and who goes home with the best wishes of 
everyono. 

A meeting of the creditors of the firm of Mackellur and Oo., 
who became bankrupt in June, 1867, was held at tho British 
Consulate on the 6th, at which a dividend of $ per cent. was de- 
clared, and Mr. Gordon, partner in the firm, applied for his. & 
conditional discharge. ‘The creditors’ assignees handed roun.- 
their accounts, which showed that the total liabilities of the firm 
were over Tis. 420,0U0, and that the total assets had realised 
about Ts. 9,000, of which nearly Tis. 6,000 consisted of proceeds 
of furniture, stores, and wines. 

A Chiukeang correspondent writes that Mr. Gardner, who has 
been lately in H.M. Consulate at Chinkeang, has been appointed 
Interpreter at Hankow, and is to be relieved by Mr. J. G, Murray, 
late acting Vice-Consul at Pagoda Anchorage, Foochow. 
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being made to prevent the accumulation of arms and offensive 
weapons by the Chinese.

the number of killed and wounded in the encounters that have 
occurred, as they carry off their own dead whenever practicable. 
The police and soldiers are at work clearing out a cluster of attap 
huts on the Singapore river, by the River Valley-road, which is a 
perfect nest of vagabonds, thieves, aud fizhting men attached 
to the secret societies. Finding it impossible to carry out 
their designs safely in town, the fighting is now transferred 
to the country, where large parties of armed men have literally 
fortified themselves in strony positions aud obstructe] all the 
approaches to their fastuesses, by telling large trees over the 
most difficult portions of the paths, he bazaurs and shops are 
closed, and all Chinese who sell provisions or vegetables are in 
danger of assault, it being evideutly the ohject of those already 
engaged to make the riots and the suturing as gencral as possible. 
Stronger measures than have yet been taken will have to be made 
use of before we can hope fora cessation of hostilities and the 
return of the combatants to their peaceful avocations. 

We learn of a sad occurrence at Deli, Sumatra. This place, 
from the productivencss of the soil, has attracted capital and 
settlers from Singapore, who engage in planting tobacco and 
other staple products. A short time ago, two residents of this 
place, Messrs. Hermann Kung and Theodor Meyer, went down 
to Deli, and set to work at a place fifteen or sixtcen miles fur- 
ther inland than the previous European settlers. These young 
men had lately received some specie from Singapore, and 
their coolies, being aware of this, determined to possess 
themselves of it. Accordingly, on the morning of the 1Ush, 
they attacked Mr. Meyer with an axe, severing his head 
from his shoulders. Mr. Kung, hearing some disturbance, ran to 
learn the cause, when he, too, was cut down, cleaving his skull in 
two. Nothing was known of the murder until some two days 
after, when some of their friends, going to see them, found their 
murdered bodies. After committing the brutal and shocking 
murder, we are told the coolies resumed their work as if nothing 
had happened. The rajah, we hear, hasarrested scventcen of the 
coolies, who will be tried for the crime according to the native 
custom. 

By the last French mail his Excellency John Pope Iennescy, 
late Governor of Labuan, took his departure for Europe, to take 
up his new appointment in the Babama Islands. 

The police at all three Settlements are being provided with 
Snider Enfield rifles, to replace the old muskets hitherto kept at 
the stations. 

A serious accident occurred on board the Rinaldo the day be- 
fore she reached Singapore from St. Paul’s. A gun was being 
fired for practice, when it exploded, severely burning Lieutenant 
Stopford (in the face), Mr. Preston, gunner’s mate, and leading 
seaman Snooks. The two latter are doing well, but Lieutenant 
Stopfurd was more seriously injured, and it was feared miht lose 
his eyesight altogether. 








HONG KONG. 

Dates from this port reach to Oct. 18; the French mail, with 
London dates Sept. 1, arrived out on the 11th, and the following 
P. and O. mail of Sept. 8 on Oct. 16. The following items are 
from the China Mail :— 

The discussion which arose at the Legislative Council on the 
establishment of a Qhinace Quctam House in the Celeuy, hus 
raised a question of considerable moment. The Colonial Secretary 
thought fit to write a note to the Hon. Mr. Ryric, requesting him 

‘to substantiate the “charge” which he brought against the Re- 
gistrar-General. Mr. Ryrio did not bring any charge whatever, 
but simply asked whether a report generally current, to the effect 
that information had been caveyed from the Registrar-General’s 
Department to the Chinese authorities at Canton, were true. The 
information has got into the hands of the native authorities, there 
appears to be no question. Iowever, the Colonial Secretary 
having taken up the matter out of the Council Room, the question 
is raised whether members of the Council can be called upon in 
this manner to explain what they say in their seats. 

The missionary body in Hong Kong have sent to the Colonial 
Secretary a reply to a memorandum by the Hon. Mr. Smith, 
Registrar-General, on the memorial sent by the native community 
on the gambling question. That official took upon himself to 
state that the memorial in question did not represent native 
opinion, and that it was got up mainly by the missionaries. It 
is understood that in their reply they point out that they had 
very little connection with tho movement which fairly repre- 
sented the view of the Chinese community. 

A matter concerning coolie emigration has attracted some at- 
tention. A gentleman made arrangements for a number of 
coolies to proces by the Pacific Mail steamer to the United 
States, on the understanding that they would there enter into a 
contract. The nature of the matter was explained to the Co- 
lonial-Secretary, who at first said that there was no objection to 
it, but subsequently a report reaching him through the Registrar- 
General to whom it was sent by the Chinese constituting the Board 
of the Etze, or native hospital, to the effect that the men were 
being kidnapped, the Colonial Secretary sent orders to 
the emigration officer to allow no more coolies to be 
shipped. It transpired in the course of the affair that a 
native in the Registrar-General’s Department had offered to make 
an arrangement for shipping a portion of the coolies, but had 
been thrown over on account of his not finding proper security. 
The Colonial Secretary stated as his reason for putting a veto on 
the business that instructions had been received from the Secre- 
af of State, such as prohibited all emigration of coolies, either 
under implied or actual contract. It is justly objected, however, 
that no such instructions have been made public. 

An elaborate memorandum has been published by}the Govern- 
ment, showing the number of criminal cases brought up for trial 
at the Supreme Court since 1861. They give painful evidence of 
the defects in the administration. While in 1861 there were 119 
criminals brought to trial, in 1870 there were only 68 ;§and as it 
is known that crime has been on the increase, but no one has been 
brought to trial, it is clear that it is now much easier than for- 
merly for criminals to escape. We learn that Mr. Creagh is likely 
to return shortly to the Colony. So long as the Sikhs form a por- 
tion of our police we require his services. 

We are glad to learn that the Benevolent Society at Canton 
has received great support from the people of that city. Amongst 
the principal annual subscribers are :—The opium merchants, 
who contribute in proportion to the magnitude of their business, 
viz., a mace of silver on every 100 cattics’ weight of opium. Alto- 
gether the peepee have responded most readily to appeals in this 
matter, and they have shown greater liberality than the Hong 
Kong Chinamen. 

Much anxiety is felt concerning the fate of the ship Helen 
Black, which left this port shortly after the late typhoon, bound 
for Foochow, and has not been heard of since. 

The annual dinner of the cricket club was held at the Hong 
Kong Club on the 2nd. The chair was taken by James Greig, 
Eaq., of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation. 









































LORD KIMBERLEY’S DESPATCIL. 

The following is from the Straits Times of Oct. 12 :— 

The despatch of Earl Kimberley, Scerctary of State for the 
Colonies, in giving his approval to the estimates and supply or- 
dinance for the present year, is a document that will be read with 
great interest. It conveys in most unmistakable terms his lord- 
ship’s disapprobation of the increased and still increasing expen- 
diture of this Colony, without any public works of importance 
being carried on to warrant it. It cannot fail to be highly 
gratifying to the community at large to observe that the items of 
our expenditure are so closely watched at home, notwithstanding 
they are not objected to by the unofficial members of Council, who 
fall in for a share of the general condemnation. The remark of his 
lordship that increased revenue was no just excuse for increased ex- 
penditure, was by no means uncalled for; the argument that the re- 
venue was amply sufficient, or would prove to exceed the estimate, 
has more thanonce becn used when seeking to pass through Council 
a vote for some extraordinary item. To those who have viewed with 
iY yah the increasing cost of administering the Government 
this despatch will prove especially pleasing, as it shows how care- 
fully every item is gone into. Whatever may be the faults of the 
Colonial system, economy is evidently one of its lcading traits; 
and the minute precision that marks every paragraph of this 
despatch affords ample evidence that the Colonial-oilice not only 
compares and audits the accounts of the various colonies, but 
that the Secretary of Stite personally gives the bu-isess of his 
office very close attention and is gifted with a keen ime very,

ROMAN CATHOLIC MISSIONARIES. 

It is difficult to see what could have prompted the following 
letter, certainly not Christian charity. It is pretty well known 
by every resident in China that the Roman Catholic missionaries 
have gone into the interior, in the heart of China, and en- 
countered much greater risks and hardships than Protestant mis- 
sionaries. Their prudence or wisdom in so doing is open to ques- 
tion, but the “appropriations ” of the Roman Catholics in China 
has nothing to do with the self-denial of their missionaries. We 
cannot see the drift of the letter. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ ENGLISH INDEPENDENT.” 

S1r,—We frequently hear of the limited incomes of Roman Catholic 
missionaries, as if they were able to live upon a mero pittance, and to 
carry on their work without expenso. For the sake of those who do not 
know the circumstances, it may be well to suggest that there are two 
sides to the question. 

The small sum set down us the salary of the Roman Catholic mis- 
sionary in China may be all he receives from home, but it certainly does 
not represent his income. What of— 


1. Rents and revenues from the large property held by the Roman 
Catholics which has been reclaimed from the Chinese Government as 
having belonged to the Church two hundred yearsago? As the French 
have no mercantile houses in China, the entire oecupation of the 
French Legation in Peking since 1860 has been the recovery of such 
property, and the furtherance of Romish interests in other ways. Some 
of the properties reclaimed may have been unoccupied ground two 
hundred years ago, but now are occupied by busy streets. Is the rents 
of these streets of houses to count for nothing? Morcover, in places of 
security the Roman Catholics make a point of acquiring land and build- 
ing houses to be rented out; at Hong Kong, for instance, a large 
amount of property belongs to them. 

2. What, also, of immense indemnities as at Tientsin ?—for buildings 
between £30,000 and £40,000, and similarly enormous indemnities at 
Formosa, Yangchow, and Schun. 

3. The amount reported in Europe as the outlay of Romish missions 
in China would not cover the annual expense being incurred for some 
years past in building the cathedrals at Canton and Peking. This ex- 
pense is often said to be borne by converts, which, we presume, means 
that it is borne by the rent of property reclaimed as Church property, 
by the French Legation. 

In reference to the hard life of Roman Catholic missionaries, I have 
the testimony of three independent witnesses in different positions of 
influence, and residing at different ports, to the effect ‘that Roman 
Catholic missionaries live at least as comfortably as their Protestant 
brethren. It is proper that these statistics of Romish missions should 
be understood in England.—I am, yours truly,

IMPORTS. 

YoxKOHAMA.—Shirtings and Yarns were about tho only imports that 
had attracted any attention. At the cloce, Shirtings exhibited a slight 
tendency to decline, but Yarns fully maintained their figure, with, per- 
haps, a slight inclination to advance. A good enquiry at better rates 
had arisen for Black Velvets, and a fair business had been done. 
T-Cloths had ruled firm, and exhibited signs to advance. Alpacas had 
demanded some little attention, and an improvement was noted. No 
business in Coals. 

Hankow.—The business in Piece Goods had been unsatisfactory, as 
there had been much difficalty in quitting Plain Cottons, in consequence 
of the usual autumn holidays and the outbreak of an insurrection in 
Honan, which at one time threatened to become formidable. Sales of 
both Cottons and Woollens had been unimportant. Prices of Camlets 
had advanced under the combined firmness of holders, but these were 
the only Woollens affected by strong home advices, The market for 
Plain Cottons closed dull, and prices were weak. 

SHANGHAI.—The market for Cottons had been dull, but some little 
activity amongst speculators in Grey Shirtings was apparent at the close ; 
ordinary makes of T-Cloths had met with some inquiry. White Shirt- 
ings were dall of sale. Drills had been in request. There had been 
moderate inquiry for Jeans. Sheetings dull. Fancy Cottons in very 
small demand. Woollens: An improved tone was cvident in these 
goods, Camlets and Long Ells especially being dealt in at advanced 
rates. Quotations :—GE. Grey Shirtings, yds. 39 in., 7 Ibs., Ts.

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factory, demand being limited and uncertain. Grey Shirtings : Although 
inquiry was still very weak and limited, an advance of 2ke. to 5c. per 
piece had been established. Best makes had been sold up to $2.225 
per piece for 7 Ibs., and $2.57} per piece for 8} Ibs. White Shirtings : 
Lower qualities had advanced 10c. per piece. T-Cloths: Very limited 
business done at prices showing no advance on previous quotations.

TEA. 

Yoxouama.—Advices from America being anything but encouraging, 
a cessation of operations had taken place, and settlements had been but 
small ; prices remained unaltered with but few purchases. Supplies 
had found their way in fair degree, and stocks, consisting chiefly of 
common sorts, had somewhat increased. The Fiery Cross had sailed 
for New York with 677,101]bs., and the Black Prince and Mikado were 
loading for that pori. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report is as follows 
—Only a small business transacted, settlements aggregating 4,916 chests 
2,513 half-chests at Tls. 9.10 to 10 for Shuntam kinds, to Tls. 13.50 to 
15.25 for clean fairly even made Oopack Teas, say, 92d. to 104d., and 
1s. O2d. to 1s. 19d. respectively—prices altogether beyond current rates 
in London. The Teas are, however, intended chiefly for the Russian 
market. Tea is now coming down so slowly from the country, and the 
quality is so inferior, that the season may almost be considered closed, 
although nearly a month earlier than last year. The export of 
Hankow tea has now reached 53,437,000 lbs., showing to date an 
excess over the total for last year of 3,469,000 Ibs. Of the 
above, 267,302 chests 154,628 half-chests were settled here, 73,252 
half-chests being Ningchow leaf, and 205,449 chests and 69,352 

half-chests have been shipped to Shanghai for sale on native account. 
So many steamers having loaded here at the commencement of the 
season, 8 much larger quantity of Tea has been settled in Hankow, and 
this has further increased through. the superior quality of the second 
and third crop Teas having given confidence to buyers. Higher prices 
being paid for these descriptions, the Teamen were encouraged to pre- 
pare a much larger quantity, which, from the absence of an unusually 
high flood this year, was enabled to come down from the country with- 
out interruption. Hence the unfavourable comparison of statistics 
throughout the season, and hence also its much earlier close. The 
quantity of leaf still likely to come forward depends entirely upon the 
course of the Shanghai markct, but under any circumstances we think 
it cannot exceed 20,000 chests, thus making the total export for the 
season 55,000,000 Ibs. It must be remembered, too, that any further 
arrivals will scarcely rank as common Tea. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: During the three weeks since last English mail 
there had been a steady business doing, but the quantity settled had 
been 5,000 chests and 17,000 half-chests less than the quantity reported 
for the previous fortnight. Nearly three-fourths of the settlements had 
been of fair to medium Ningchow, Oopack, and Oonfas, buyers still 

giving preference to the better grades; there had been little Hohow Tea 
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on offer; and Shuntam-packed, although taken to a moderate extent, 
had not been in general request. The stock was 20,700 chests—nearly 
half being below the grade of good common—against 61,291 chests same 
time last year ; whilst export figures gives an excess of 12,500,000 Ibs. 
Congou as compared with corresponding mail in 1870. Shuntam-packed 
Teas had been settled at Tis. 12.7.5 to 14, giving same tael quotations for 
slightly inferior quality. Commen Hohows and Oonams at Tis. 15 to 
17, being an advance of Tls.0.5.0 to 1. Patr tu wediuin Niugchows, 
Oopackos, and Ounfas at ‘I's. 18 to 23, quite Tls. 1 to 2 higher than rates 
last quoted, and fully Tle. 3 above the lowest point touched this season. 
Green : There had been an active market, all parcels with quality being 
eagerly competed for on arrival, and prices for fine and finest had thus 
been fully maintained. Medium grades were relatively cheaper, being 
less in request for America, but were nevertheless realising more than 
home value. Pingsueys had been nearly all taken; the quality was 
very inferior, and tael price on lower scale, 

Foocuow.—There had been an active market, settlements averaging 
4,500 chests. There had been a pretty general demand for all descrip- 
tions, but an undue proportion of the settlements consisted of dust and 
low broken leaf kinds, which had advanced to the extent of half a tael ; 
other descriptions had sold irregularly at quotations as undernoted. The 
commoner kinds of Souchong had slightly declined. Scented Teas un- 
altered in price. Im Oolongs large business reported, at, on the whole, 
about last quotations. . There were very few fine Teas remainiog un- 
sold, and these, belonging principally to one Teaman, were rather firmly 
held. Settlements : —Congou, 60,989 chests, at Tls. 6.8 to 11.8 0.b for 
dust to broken leaf, Tls. 12.3 to 15.3 0.b. for leafy to ordinary, Tls. 15.5 
to 17.8 o.b. for fair to good common, Tis.

‘o.b. for choice to choicest. Scented Teas, 7,566 boxes, at Tls. 17.8 to 
21.3 0.b. for common to medium. Flowery Pekoc, 276 chests, at Tls. 
27.8 to 58.8 o.b. 

AmMoy.—Market for Ooloongs very quiet during the earlier part of 
the interval,!{and buying was not fairly recommenced until the 2nd 
October, when several parties began to operate; since that date a large 
business had been donc, and prices had ruled gradually easier, a fall of 
$1.00 per picul on grades up to fine being noticeable, while extra fine 
and choice qualitics were unchanged in value. The first arrivals of 
Autumn Teas were of undesirable quality, owing probably to the ad- 
mixture of coarse summer leaf, but later receipts had proved more 
satisfuctory, and the bulk of the crop so far at liand was tegarded above 
the average quality. Settlements of Ooloongs—31,970 half-chests at 
$20 to 22' for fair, $23 to 24 fer good, $26 to 29 for superior, $31 to 
35 for fine, and $36 to 42 for extra fine cargo. Lubra and Emperor 
were loading for New York. 

Canton.—Import transactions to good extent, and all descriptions 
mora orfless dealtin. Scented and Green Teas have shown no change in 
value, but prices paid for Canton District Congous were extreme, taking 
into consideration the quality of the ‘Tea and the state of home markets, 
The Green Teas bought were chiefly for Continental and American 
markets. Settlements, 2,000 boxes Canton District Congou, 8,000 
boxes" Scented, Orange Pekoe, 6,000 boxes Scented Caper and 4,200 
boxes Greens. ;

THE LOSS OF THE P. & 0. STEAMER “ RANGOON.” 

By this mail we have received particulars of the cause of 
the wreck of this magnificent steamer, while making her 
way out of the harbour of Galle. It is clearly explained 
that no other blame attaches to the pilot or the commander 
than that which is always inseparable from a too great dis- 
position to oblige in presence of circumstances of danger. 
The wreck was virtually caused by the Post-office. 
Time was up, and the Rangoon had got under way without 
the mails when, as she was steaming out, the mails were 
descried in a boat. Tho engines were stopped, the current 
caught her, and she struck on the rocks before she could be 
steamed off, We hope that this terrible example will not 
be lost, and that for the future no pilot or captain will allow 
the vessels under their jurisdiction to be stopped in going 
out or into Galle harbour.

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THE BRITISH INDIAN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

Ar the meeting of this company the shareholders, amongst 
many ungenerous remarks, said that the directors, with their 
fees, were ina very complacent humour, while the share- 
holders, with a return of only six per cent. on their capital 
invested, were not quite so well satisfied. The Rev. Mr. 
NicwHo.son protested against the curtailment of the divi- 
dends for the purpose of raising a “reserve fund.” Such 
remarks are what might be expected from a reverend 
gentleman who had invested in a commercial concern, the 
workings of which he could know nothing of. We strongly 
condemn the practice, common amongst the clergy, of in- 
vesting in such companies ; it is quite out of their proviuce, 
and hence they are led to make unseemly remarks at the 
public meetings of the shareholders. Exception was also 
taken to the re-election of the Baron ERLANGER as a 
director, with a view to saving £200 per annum. Share- 
holders, as a rule, know nothing of the toil and 
patience of some directors. As a rule, no doubt, di- 
rectors are composed of gentlemen who accept the post 
simply for the fees. The case of the Indian Telegraph 
Company’s directors is vastly different. The chairman could 
have given a good account of the services rendered by most 
of the directors for months and years before these companies 
were started, actuated purely by the great public interests 
of the scheme. Any one who has had daily experience in the 
working of the land telegraphs to India knows low unsatis- 
factory and tedious it was. Hence the sacrifice of time, and 
not a little private outlay in bringing about a “ united system 
of submarine lines to India and China.” Having accomplished 
this without receiving a shilling in the way of promotion 
money, it is a vexatious injustice that their services should 
now be decried. It is only natural that they should wish to 
continue to take part in the full development of the cnter- 
prise they have so ably and so unselfishly bronght to a suc- 
cessful and practical issue. It must be known, at least to 
some shareholders, that it cannot be a mere money question 
with their directors, for their time is far more valuable than 
any fees can compensate, and by remaining on the board 
they are certainly conferriug a favour on the shareholders. 
Without directors of such position and influence as compose 
the board of the British Indian Company the concern could 
not have been brought to its present position. 


CHINESE EMIGRATION TO THE UNITED STATES. 

Many are the cbjections made to Chinese coolies, both in 
the United States and Australia. It is said that they are 
heathens difficult of conversion, which may be regarded as 
the religious objection ; that they arrive without the female 
element, and therefore become a new source of immorality 
to society ; that they are addicted to opium smoking and 
petty gambling, and that they cannot bo admitted to civil 
rights to the same extent as the emancipated negro—the 
objection of the politician. To none of these objections 
except the last, which may be considered to some extent 
unjust, can an unqualified denial be given. Superadded to 
these reasons have been the mode of transportation in sailing 
vessels and the horrors of the Middle Passage, done away 
with, however, so far as California is concerned, by the re- 
gular trips of a magnificent Pacific steamship ficet. While 
certain objections are allowed against the Chincso coolie, 
there are important facts in his favour. The Chinese, un- 
like many negroes, is not addicted to intoxicating drinks, 
and although he smokes opium and gradually undermines 
his health, he is otherwise temperate, and is peaceful, orderly, 
and industrious. His economical habits are such, his wants 
so few, that he makes money at wages on which the compa- 
ratively extravagant American or European would starve, 
which constitutes his greatest crime in the eyes of the 
labouring classes on the Pacific coast and in the New Eng- 
land States, In reality, however, he has merely served, at 
moderate wages, at some branches of industry inadequately 
supplied with labour. Without him some great public 
undertakings in the United States might have rémained 
unaccomplished to this day, as, for instance, the Central 
Railroad of California, which is the result of the labour of 
ten thousand Chinamen. 

The Gulf States are now fully alive to the desirable- 
ness of Chinese Jabour on the sugar and rice, and even 
cotton plantations. The experiment has been impartially 
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and fairly made, and, thus far, with eminently satisfactory 
results, There can be little doubt that when the Southern 
Pacific Railroad is opened there will be scen a large Chinese 
emigration into tho Southern States va San Diego. Then, 
in Virginia,—the future great manufacturing State of the 
South, the negro is gradually emigrating to the Gulf States. 
Who bat the Chinaman will replace him on the banks of the 
James? It is impossible that white labour can fully re- 
spond to the call that is made on it in the manufacturing 
and agricultural Middle and Western States, and the rail- 
road building territories. The vast Western mineral lands 
aro undeveloped, and it is the Chinaman that is looked 
to for performing all the coarse labour in them in 
coming years. The more the wants of the future of the 
United States are considered, the more it becomes manifest 
that the introduction of the Asiatic labour element on a far 
larger scale is of the most vital moment to the whole 
country, but especially to the Southern States, and the 
question should be entertained with the impartiality be- 
coming a nation which will probably count a hundred mil- 
lion inhabitants within the present century. 





Tue present mail, bringing advices confirmatory of the 
rioting at Singapore, which we learned some weeks ayo by 
telegram, discloses a state of things as little creditable to the 
Government as to the police. It is little to our credit as a 
nation that, after having held possession of this island for 
half a century, there should be a jungle still existing in the 
heart of it, in which persons who have brokon the law can 
take refuge with impunity, and defy the police. Assuredly 
a railway development is required. 


The directors of the Rast and West India Dock Companies 
have reduced the rate of their labourers wages from eightcen to 
fifteen shillings weekly. ‘This course has been protested against 
not only by the labourers theinselves but by several sections of 
the mercantile community, including the wholesale tea dealers 
who, in a letter to the directors, call attention to the fact that 
such a low rate of wages will have the eflvct of filling the ware- 
houses with the most needy class of men, necessarily including a 
large number who are incompetent and dishonest. It is false 
economy (the letter continues) to place mon whom they thus 
prompt to dishonesty in charge of produce of immense value, and 
in positions where (as in sampling) carelessness or incompetency 
may cause a great loss to those who transact business with the 
company.

NAVAL AND MILITARY.

In our last issue we stated that the 80th (Staffordshire) Regiment of 
Foot would shortly proceed to Hong Kong. We are now enabled to 
report that the reviment—which is under the command of Colonel R. 
P. Harrison—has been ordered to proceed from Belfast, where it is 
now quartered, to Dublin. During the stay of the regiment in Dublin 
service and depdt companies will be formed preparatory to embarka- 
tion. We observe with satisfaction that the conveyance of the troops 
to China is not likely to be attended by a repetition of the Megwra 
dieaster. The Orontes, one of the new screw stcamers built a few 
years since for the express purpose of military traneport, has been 
selected for the service. The Orontes is expected at Queenstown from 
Canada about the 18th prox. She will embark the regiment there 

roceeding in the first place direct to Hong Kong, from whence, after 
analog the troops, she will convey the head-quarters of the first bat- 
talion of the 10th Regiment to Ningapore. Subsequently the vessel 
will carry out some exchanges of troops which are to be effectcd 
between Singapore, Penang, and Labuan, and will finally return to 
England with a battery of Artillery from Singapore. 

The Icarus, 8, screw-sloop, Commander Lord Charles T. M. D. 
Scott, arrived at!Spithead on the 19th inst. Her machinery is very 
defective, her engines being unable to make a speed of more than four 
knots an hour in smooth water, and it took the vessel from the morn- 
ing of the 17th until the 19th to make the passige from off Scilly. 
The Icarus is now at Sheerness, where she will be paid out of commis- 
sion. The final destination of the vesscl will be the fourth division of 
the reserve. 
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j HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
- Rorrerpam, Noy. 22. 

The Second Chamber of the States General has taken a most im- 
portant step. I told you in my last letter that Mr. Dumbar had pro- 
posed an amendment to reduce the Budget for Foreign affairs by f.8,cC00— 
by recalling our ambassador to the Papal Court. By 39 against 33 
votes this amendment has been carried, although tho Ultramontanes 
seconded by the Conservatives and the ultra-orthodox Protestant party 
did all they could to prevent such a result. The Minister Baron van 
Gericke was on their side, and demonstrated the necessity of maintain- 
ing this diplomatic mission, which ought not tu be abolished without 
consulting with other and larger European Powers, who are still repre- 
sented at the Papal Court. But all in vain, The majority was con- 
vinced that since the Pope has lost his temporal power, it would 
be of no service to maintain our representative at his Court. The 
question was not, What must we do to propiliate the Catholics, 
but which measure will best promote the interests of Hollaud? 
I need not add that the decision of the Chamber has made a very 
deep impression. The Catholics are furious, judging from the tone of 
their papers, which if any one should read accidentally, without know- 
ing what had happened, he would think that we were on the eve of a 
revolution. The separation of the Liberals from the Catholic Party has 
become both wider and deeper. 

There are some who consider that in consequence of this vote the 
Minister, Baron van Gericke, must resign, but this is absurd. Ou the 
other hand, it seems now pretty certain that the Minister of War will 
retiré, whether his Budget be carried or rejected. He has laid before 
the members a Bill to altcr the militia law, and another with re- 
ference to the system of fortresses; but these will not tend to 
lengthen his Parliamentary life. Conservative papers predict that 
Mr. Thorbecke is also on the eve of resignation. But these rumours 
are not to be trusted any more than are those that Prince Bismark 
considers the present moment favourable for carrying out his design of 
scizing the Duchy of Luxemburg. It is stated that Count d’Arnem has 
been directed to sound M. Thiers and to tempt him with the offer of 
immediately withdrawing the German troops from France, in the event 
of the Cabinet of Versailles acquiescing in the annexation of the Duchy. 
It is said further that Prince Bismark knowe that no resistance will be of- 
fered by Belgium, Holland, or England.

RECEPLION OF CHUNG HOW BY M. THIERS. 

The Chinese Ambassador was received at Versailles on the 23rd by 
M. Thiers. The President, surrounded by all the Miniaters and their 
principal officers, assembled in the great Reception Hall. Chung How 
presented the Emperor's letter to the President, enclosed in a rich 
case. Before doing so he read it in Chinese, and it was translated by 
the interpreter as follows :— 

“M. le Président, —I, Tchong Haon, Ambassador of the great Empire of 
Tsing, have received ordera from my august Emperor to come hire to 
salute in his name the illuatrious President of the great French nation, 
and respectfu‘ly to present to him an Imperial letter. On the 21st of 
June of last year some wicked men, having stolen children at Tientsin, 
were the cause of a disturbance there. The Emperor sent Tseng Kaou 
Fano, one of his Ministers, Secretary of State, Viceroy, Governor- 
General of Tche-li, and other officers to inquire into everything with 
equity and justice. At the same time he promulgated a decree, ad- 
dressed to the Viceroys, Governors of Provinces, and local authorities 
to assure security to all who had a right to it. Tseng Kaou Faun and 
his assistants; after having removed the two magistrates, Tchang and 
Lien, for haviug been wanting in their duties, handed them over to 
the Department of Justice, which condemned them to transportation to 
Tartary. With respect to the rioters, 20 culprits were behcaded and 
25 others were transported. Another decree enjoined the local autho- 
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rities of Provinces to issue proclamations to the people, in order that 
there might not be any further disorders, the Emperor declaring hig 
firm will that the French in China shall enjoy peace and tranquillity, 
The Emperor my master, while regretting that affair, trusts that, after 
ita satisfactory and definite settlement, it will cause no injury to the 
relations between the two countries. Adopting, therefore, asa basis that 
which had been agreed to upon the subject between the Charge d’ Affaires 
of France, De Rochechouart, and the Minister for Foreiga Affuirs at 
Peking, I have considered the subject with the French Plenipoten- 
tiary, De Geofroy, and as I found in him a spirit of equity, justice, 
and liberality, that affair has been terminated in a satisfactory manner. 
I have, therefore, the honour, as Ambassador, to hand to the illustrious 
President the Imperial letter of which I am the bearer. I also offer 
him at the same time, in the stead and place of my august master 
thanks for the liberal reception which has been given me. The friend, 
ship between the two nations will be on that account only more firm 
and durable. If the illustrious President has a national letter to 
forward, or any words to be communicated to my Augast Master, I, 
hia Ambassador, am prepared to take charge of them.” 

M. Thiera replied in the following terms :— 

‘Monsieur |'Ambassadeur,—I receive with satisfaction the letter 
which you have presented to me on the part of your Sovereign. It is 
to me a proof of the regret which he has felt for the deplorable events 
at Tientsin and of his sincere desire to prevent a recurrence of such 
scenes, You tell me of the numerous punishments inflicted upon the 
guilty. The French nation is too humane to take pleasure in the 
shedding of blood. It demands only that severity which is necessary 
to restrain the wicked, and it believes that to rigorous measures others 
of a different character must be added. It is the duty of Govern- 
ments, while repressing the excesses of the populace, to calm its pas- 
sions, to dispel its prejudices, and to bring it to listen te the voice 
of reason and humanity. Your Goverament is too enlightened 
not to appreciate the merits of those mission.ries, men of great worth, 
who expatriate themselves in order to apreai abroad throughout the 
world the principles of civilisation, against whom evil-disposed per- 
sons have not feared recently to excite the popular hatred. Let it pro- 
claim it in decrees, let it seize every occasion to bear solemn witness to 
it; the people will respect the foreignera when they shall see their own 
magistrates treating them with respect. We will also suppose that the 
Chinese people have not comprehended the enormity of the crime that 
was committed whena hand was raised against the peraon of a Consal of 
France. Itis, again, the province of the Chinese Government to show, 
by its attitude and by its proceedings with respect to diplomatic and 
consular agents, the extent of the spscial consideration which is dae 
to their public character by virtue of the rales universally received 
amongall nations. It is only upon these conditions, and when your 
Government shall frankly have entered upon that course, that we can 
arrive at asincere application of treaties, and that we shall avoid fresh 
incidents which might seriously compromise the relations between the 
West and the East. I will reply to your Emperor, and I will forward 
my letter to him through tae Minister of the Republic at Peking. Ina 
the meantime, assure him of our earnest desire to live upon good terms, 
to multiply the relations between us, and consequently to increase our 
mutual confidence and esteem. I should consider that for the end it 
would be useful if a Chinese Legation were permanently established 
in France, as also a French Legation at Peking. If this plan should be 
adopted we cannot but hope to see at the head of the ffuture mission a 
high functionary who shall resemble you, M. l'Ambassadeur, and who 
shall possess the same spirit of justice, the same cordial disposition of 
which you have given proof, and which fam glad to acknowledge in 
this place.”’ 

The Ambassador,in reply, simply said:—"‘On my return to China 
I will eommunicate to the Emperor the words of the Preaident of the 
Republic.” 

M. Thiers added that he would send a reply to the Emperor by the 
French Minister at Peking.

TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH CHINA 
AND JAPAN.—THE GREAT NORTHERN LINE. 

Tue rival advautages of submarine and overland tele- 
graphs between England and the Far East are about to be 
put toa very practical test—that of competition. The China 
Submarine Cable is, as our readers are aware, really subma- 
rine for the whole distance from Falmouth to Hong Kong. 
The new line, the Great Northern, which is now brought 
into operation is carried through Russia, Siberia, the 
Amoor, and so on to Wladiwostok, on the Pacific, a dis- 
tance of some 6,000 miles by land. The advantages of 
a submarine cable over a land line are too apparent to need 
a lengthy notice. There is not the same liability to mis- 
takes in transmitting messages from intermediate stations, 
not the delay required fur such subsidiary messages, and not 
the same liability to disruption by winds or floods. In order 
to counteract the effect of this inequality, we understand that 
the Great Northern Company intend to convey messages at 
£4 6s., instead of £7, the present rate by theSubmarine. This 
tariff will probably turn out to bea pretty fair estimate of the 
comparative value of the two lines. The Submarine has for 
weeks past brought daily measages from Hong Kong in from 
five to seven hours, which, allowing the difference of time be- 
tween London and Hong Kong, practically amounts to a 
gain of time, as messages despatched from Hong Kong at 
11 aM. are received in London at 9.30. With the du- 
plicate lines in working order, our friends need therefore 
feel no anxiety about the maintenance of telegraphic commu- 
nication with the Far East. The accommodation already 
provided must be amply sufficient for their require- 
ments, and it is not very likely to fill shareholders’ pockets 
with extravagant dividends. We would therefore caution the 
public against a third scheme, which, we hear, is about to be 
proposed. It is a common remark that opposition, or rather 
competition, is good, because it protects the public by pre- 
venting monopoly. But this is a dictum which must be 
taken with several “ grains of salt.” According to our own 
observation it generally turns out that two rival schemes, after 
eompeting with each other furiously and ruinously for a short 
time, become persuaded of the policy of amalgamation, and 
then the public suffers from a monopvly twice as powerful as it 
was at first. Moreover, when a few enterprising men have la- 
boured for years, and taker the risk of laying submarine cables 
to India and China without any Government aid, we think 
they are entitled to some consideration from the public, and 
there can be no doubt that our China messages are conveyed 
cheaper by lines that are practically in the hands of one ma- 
nagement, such as the British Indian, the Extension, and 
China lines than by any other. There is one cable still required 
to connect Yokohama. At present the submarine lines of 
the Great Northern Company only extond from Wladiwos- 
tok to Nagasaki, Shanghai, and Hong Kong. The traffic to 
Yokohama would not warrant the laying of a special cable 
either from Hong Kong or Wladiwostok ; it must therefore 
be laid between Nagasaki and Yokohama-—a distance of about 
six hundred miles. We understand that a land line is to be 
laid by the Japanese Government connecting these places, 
also Osaka, Hiogo, and places in the Straits of Simonosaki, 
which will bo completed next year, the wire and all necessary 

®pparatus having been sent out from England. 
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THE RECEPTION OF CHUNG HOW. 

So at last M. Tazzrs has, after many months of vacilla- 
tion and delay, felt himself constrained to grant an audience 
to Cauna How. We learn by a telegram which will be found 
in our “Latest” that the Chinese Ambassador yesterday 
waited on the President of the Republic, and presented an 
address couched in such unsatisfactory, evasive, and plausible 
terms that it excites our iudiguation to fiud it accepted and 
replied to as it was. It docs not amount to an apology; 
it does not even amount to a retractation of the 
principles which led to the commission of an outrage 
unparalleled for atrocity since the Indian Mutiny. On 
the contrary, every phrase seems to have been carefully 
constructed to express the least possible acknowledgment of 
injury, the least possible sympathy with the sufferers, and 
the least possible instalment of promise of better thiugs in 
future. Snrely such smooth and unmeauing words were 
never poured into the ear of the head of an European nation 
which had been grievously wronged by an Oriental one. The 
Emperor of China does not “deplore” the massacre—he only 
“regrets” it; he does not “ undertake” that similar crimes 
shall not be repeated—he only “ promises ;” he does not even 
pledge himself to maintain the “ relations” between France 
and China—he only “hopes they will not be disturbed.” We 
must, in charity, assume that M. Tuises felt that, in the 
present condition of France, it was ont of his power to re- 
sent in fitting terms the insult inflicted on his country by 
this address, or he would never have returned au answer so 
feeble and evasive. Nevertheless we cannot conceal from 
ourselves the fact that, if the ex-EMpEROR had been on the 
Throne, a just fear of his iron will, and the bristling bat- 
talions that were ever prepared to back it, would have re- 
strained Caune How from committing an act of audacity 
which France has been humiliated by permitting, and the 
Chinese Ambassador’s confederates at home proportionably 
filled with exultation. We wish we could expect a better 
result from any interview to which Couna How may be ad- 
mitted with Earl GRANVILLE ; but the whole tenor of the 
conduct of the Foreign-oftice since the commission of the 
outrage forbids such @ hope. 


Tue Postal authorities have not yet arrived at a decision 
as to the adoption of the route through France and the 
Mont Cenis Tunnel for the India and China Mails. It 
seems that the rivalry between the French representatives 
and those of the Brenner Pass for the carriage of our mails 
is intense. As intimated in a previous iskue, it seems certain 
that in either case the transit of the mails will be so far ex- 
pedited as to permit of the departures from China being 
put back two days, and still preserve the delivery in London 
on the Monday ; the outward remaining as at present, viz., 
Friday, but from Southampton on Thursday, instead of Sa- 
turday. The Messageries Maritimes have not issued their 
time-table for 1872, being desirous of assimilating it to that 
of the P. & 0. Company. 


Mr. Creacu, the assistant-superintendent of police at 
Hong Kong, now on leave of absence, has engaged forty 
men belonging to the Edinburgh police force to serve in 
the like capacity at Hong Kong. The men selected by Mr. 
CreEaGH have been engaged to serve for a term of five years, 
with the option of volunteering at its expiration for another 
five years, The salary is fixed at £108 per annum, and all 
who complete their ten years’ service will become entitled to 
a pension. The whole of the men engaged will proceed to 
Hong Kong in the course of next month. 


Tae British Australian Telegraph Company have received 
a telegram aunouncing the successful completion of the 
Cable between Port Darwin and Banjoewangie in Java. 
Owing to the non-completion of the land lines connecting 
Port Darwin with the chief cities, such as Melbourne and 
Syduey, the line caunot be opened at present. This line 
when opened will very materially increase the traffic on the 
China and Indian lines, and of course very much improve 
the dividends of the sharcholders. 


A TELEGRAPUIC conference will shortly be held at Rome, 
for the purpose of revising the rules and regulations arrived 
at at the last conference at Vienna, special attention being 
given to the Indian service, and the restrictions imposed by 
the Indian Government. Colonel Grover, the mauaging 
director of the Indian and China Telegraph Compa iies’ pro- 
ceeds to represent the interests of his company. 
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THE CUSTOMS REPORTS FOR 1870. 

WE have received the Reports on Trade at the Treaty 
Ports in China for the Year 1870, just published at the 
Customs Press, Shanghai. The ports whose returns are 
given are Newchwang, Chefoo, Hankow, Kiukiang, Chinkiang, 
Ningpo, Foochow, Takow (Formosa), Amoy, and Swatow. 
We regret to observe the omission of Shanghai, Canton, and 
Tientsin from this list of names. The two latter are interest- 
ing for very many reasons, but the first is so important that 
it is hard to account for the publication of any volume pur- 
porting: to contain the “Reports of China trade” without 
it. The value of our trade with Shanghai is, as it is need- 
less to remind our readers, greater and more important than 
the trade of all the other Treaty Ports put together ; and it 
is therefore not only unsatisfactory, but inexplicable, that 
the present volume should have been published without fur- 
nishing any excuse for the non-appearance of the Shanghai 
Report, or offering any distinct promise of its publication. 
If our mercantile friends in China will allow their interests 
to be thus lost sight of, they have only themselves to blame 
when the arguments they might have based on facts and 
figures that should be before the public are disregarded 
simply because neither facts nor figures are forthcoming. 
This is an evil which lies at the very root of our interest in 
China, and we cannot publish the réswmé which appears in 
another column without a strong remonstrance with the 
authorities for an apparently unreasonable delay and an 
appeal to the Shanghai Chamber to take the matter in hand, 
80 as to prevent a repetition of it. 


REPORTS ON TRADE AT THE TREATY PORTS IN 
CHINA FOR 1870. 
NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. T. G. Lasson, Acting Commissioner of Customs, reports that 
the total value of the trade compares unfavourably with that of 
the three preceding years. Although imports had been received 
in some quantity, opium alone showed an advance in price, and 
transactions in piece goods and metals proved generally the 
reverse of profitable. The exports were Tls. 2,250,998, against 
Tis. 2,240,439 in 1869; and the imports Ts. 2,926,380, against 
Tis. 3,579,810. The tonnage fell in the same time from 113,774 
to 92,815, and the revenue also declined from Tls. 260,981 to Tls. 
238,415. The importation of foreign manufactures is strictly 
prohibited by the Korean Government, but foreign goods, especi- 
ally shirtings, drills, and T-cloths, are, nevertheless, introduced 
into Korea in a disguised form ; and it is believed that the Koreans 
are alive to the advantages of trade, and that were the reflections 
affecting foreign manufactures removed they would probably 
become purchasers of those goods to a considerable extent. 


CHEFOO. 

Mr.'H. E. Hobson, Acting Commissioner, reports the piece goods 
trade in all its branches extremely dull. T-Cloths were most in 
demand, the quantity brought forward being in excess of the im- 

rt for 1869 by 304,630 pieces. Grey shirtings, on the other 
Ean were less inquired for, a decrease of 71,840 pieces having 
to be noted, as compared witb the previous year, and of 157,782 
pe as compared with 1868. The import of opium was larger 

y 138 piculs than in any previous year. In metals a slight in- 
crease in pig lead is alone noticeable. 


HANKOW. 

& Mr. Hobson, Assistant in Charge, reports that, though com- 
mercial operations were brought to a standstill on three distinct 
occasions, by a flood, by the rebellion, and by the general feeling 
of mistrust consequent on the Tientsin Massacre, the returns 
show that, so far as the consuming capabilities of the port are 
concerned, there is nothing to complain of. Foreign fabrics were 
imported to an extent exceeding that of last season by 461,059 
pieces, that of 1868 by 790,252, that of 1867 by 1,359,309, and 
that of 1866 by 1,554,812. The importation of opium was greater 
than in both the preceding years; metal and sugar were also 
more largely dealt in than in previous years, and prices through- 
out were in favour of native dealers. Owing to tle failure of the 
cotton crop, Kiangsoo and Chekiang cotton was brought forward 
in larger quantities than in any previous year, but in all other 
native products of importance there was a considerable falling off. 

The export was below the average, a diminution in the revenue 
of the port to the extent of Tls. 65,967 being the result. Slight 
increase in the export of black tea, silk, white wax, fungus, and 
varnish are alone to be noticed. The tonnage entered and cleared 
during the year was 220,470, against 191,169 tons in 1869. 

Among incidents of importance may he mentioned the opening 
of two new British firms, Messrs. Pugh and Co., and Messrs, 
Ballance and Co. The port by no means retained its character 
for healthiness, nearly all the toreign community having suffered 
from the sickness prevalent among the native population; indeed, 
considering all circumstances, it is matter of congratulation that 
no general epidemic broke out. 
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In exports, bean cake, the staple of the port, showed an in- 
crease of 12,818 piculs. Two features of the trade deserve 
especial notice, viz., the almost complete disappearance of cotton 
from the export market and increased transactions in raw silk. 

The gross value of the trade for the year amounted to Tls. 
7,028,378, and, after deducting re-exports, to Tls. 6,580,598, 
against ‘ls. 6,320,285 in the previous year. The revenue was in 
excess of that of the previous year by Tls. 18,526. 


KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Commissioner Drew pe gn that the trade was injuriously 
affected by the inundation of the hier tiers The total value of 
the trade was Tls. 9,426,808, against Tis. 9,112,316, the average 
amount of the six years from 1864 to 1869. The import of cotton 
and woollen manufactures was slowly increasing. The export of 
black tea was 16,868,845 lbs., against 14,243,713 lbs. in the pre- 
vious year. The exports of grcen tea was 5.801,791 lbs., against 
8,516,533 in 1869. Opium remained at about the same avorage 
of the preceding three years, Cotton manufactures rose from Tis. 
91,913 to Tls, 155,034, in consequence of the destruction of the 
local crop by the overflow of the river. A very small portion of 
the export trade is in foreign hands here, and its decline has been 
very rapid during the last few years. The sum total of duties 
collected was Tls. 463,072, against Tls. 497,218 in 1869, and Tls. 
534,072 in 1868. 

: CHINKIANG. 

Mr. Acting Commissioner Woodruff reports imports and exports 
having risen from Tls. 7,898,502 in 1869 to Tls. 9,270,627. It is 
the foreign trade alone that has caused this rapid growth. The 
import of opium increased from 5,569 piculs to 6,943 piculs. In 
cotton goods 900,380 pieces were imported, against 625,343 
pieces in 1869 ; and 656,586 pieces were sent under pass, against 
433,342 in the previous year. In woollens 64,165 pieces were im- 
ported, against 36,314 pieces in 1869. A large proportion of the 
tariff duties is collected at Shanghai, and the total amount col- 
lected at both places in 1870 was over Ts. 400,000. 


NINGPO. 

Mr. Commissioner White reports the total value of the trade 
inwards and outwards, exclusive of treasure, to have been in 1870 
Tls. 15,118, 358, being an increase of Tls. 1,124,428 over the pre- 
vious year. Cotton piece goods show a small decrease, the trade 
being monopolised by native firms. Woollens show a consider- 
able increase ; metals, on the other hand, a falling off. In ex- 
ports Green ‘l'ea, tho principal item, reached 146,461.31 piculs, 
being only 189.51 piculs behind the shipments of 1869. Cotton 
has been largely cultivated, and the crop was abundant and ex- 
cellent. Nevertheless the shipments show a decrease compared 
with 1869 of 12,772.61 piculs. The tonnage remained much as 
before, but showing a slight increase. The revenue amounted 
to Tis. 689,409, almost at a stand-still with that of 1869— 
Tis. 690,853. 

The foroign community numbered 82—viz., British, 43 ; Ame- 
rican, 11; German, 12; French, 8; Austrian, 2; Swedish, 
Danish, Greek, Polish, Dutch, and Mexican, one each. 


FOOCHOW. 

The Baron de Méritens, Commissioner of Customs, reports the 
continuing decrease in the import of opium, and the almost entire 
cessation of that of nankeens in Foreign bottoms. Foreign im- 
ports show a decrease from $5,261,763 to $4,299,312. Gencral 
exports fell from $18,960,475 to $12,622,163. Forcign imports 
were $4,299,312, against $5,261,763. The cause of the deficit is 
in the losses sustained by the native merchants in the exports of 
tea, and the conviction that the Customs at this port have no 
means of supervision even within thirty miles of “Sharp Peak.” 
Imports of opium again decreased this year in an alarmin 
manner, showing a falling off of 536 chests as compared with 1869, 
and better prospects were not anticipated for 1871, owing to the 
temptation offered to smugglers, which the Baron proposes to 
remove by abolishing the present system. The duties collected 
fell from Tls. 1,776,303 in 1869 to Tis. 1,490,724. The shipping 
also showed a decrease of ninety-two vessels, in consequence of 
the Franco-German war. 


TAKOW (FORMOSA.) 

Mr. Cartwright, Assistant in Charge, reports an unprecedented 
activity in the expert trade, the sugar yield having been followed 
by an export more $ ann doubling the average of the previous 
three years. Japan took one-third of the sugar exported, and 
there was an increase of 100,000 piculs in shipments to the regular 
markets in the north of China, while 43,000 piculs were sent to 
Australia. The total value of the imports was estimated at 
$1,361,084, an increase of $100,000 over ;the previous year. The 
importation of opium slightly increased. Urey Shiztings rose 
from 17.800 pieces in 1869 to 26,750 pieces in 1870; and wool- 
lens 1,730 pieces to 2,310 pieces in Camlets only, while Lustres 
and Or‘eans cloths showed 3,676 pieces, against 797 pieces the 
year before. There was an increase of ‘I'ls.40,000 in the revenue, 
Ts. 88,000 of which were contributed by the export duties. The 
shipping rose from 125 to 1865 vessels, a great proportion being 
German. The conservation of Takow harbour is a subject of 
paramount importance, as the sand bank in the middle is growing 
day by day, and the very limited space where the watcr is deep 
enough for foreign vessels to anchor is being narrowed in pro- 


portion. 
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AMOY. 

Mr. Commissioner Hughes reports the total value of the import 
trade as $8,513,009, or $623.891 less than 1869. The export 
trade was $3,410,710, or $737,183 less than the previous year. 
The shipping entered during 1870, though showing an apparent 
decrease of seven vessels, gives an increase in burden of 14,578 
tons, and the shipping cleared an increase of 19,771 tons. In 
1870 there was a remarkable increase in the importation of cotton 
piece goods, woollen goods remaining much on a par with the 

revious year. The total quantity of opium imported was less 

y 62,278 piculs than in 1369, the explanation of which is to be 
found in the action of the lekin duties. Formosa is the granary 
of the Foh-kien province, and all the year round there is great 
activity in the exchange of commodities between its ports and 
Amoy. The value of forcign re-exports and native exports and 
re-exports to Formosa in 1870, as compared with 1869, increased 
more than one fifth. The total export of tea was 71,331.39 
piculs, of which no less than 38,157.39 piculs went to the United 
States. The lekin taxation is oppressive, and requires revision as 
soon as possible, 

SWATOW: 

M. Huber, Assistant in Charge, reports a very satisfactory year, 
the trade, import and export, having risen from Tls. 8,392,911 to 
Tis. 9,425,641. The shipping entered in and out showed a corre- 
sponding increase. The import of cotton manufactures has been 
steadily increasing for years. T-Cloths doubled and Drills more 
than trebled themselves in 1870. Woollen Goods also exhibit an 
increase. Opium rose from 4,236 chests to 4,839 chests; but 
rice fell off Tls, 74,512 between 1870 and 1869—it has been 
steadily decreasing since 1867—a proof that the local crops have 
been sufficient for the population. The exports rose from Tls. 
2,496,660 in 1869 to Tls. 2,729,062, the increase in sugar being 
due to the larger cultivation in the interior. The revenue real- 
ised Tls. 386,484, being an increase of Tls. 34,974.

The Great Northern Telegraph Company have announced the 
opening of their line to Nagasaki, via Wladiwostok. The line 
between Nagasaki and Shanghai is for the present out of order, 
but the cable between Hong Kong and Shanghai is in order. The

At the meeting of the China Submarine Telegraph Company 
the report, noticed in our last, was duly carried, and the dividend 
at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum will be paid.

At the meeting of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Tele- 
graph Company (Limited), held on the 23rd, the directors’ report 
waa adopted, and a dividend declared for the half-year at the rate 
of 7 per cent. per annum. 

Mr. Ginham, the London agent for Messrs. Tupper and Co., is 
now constructing for the Russian Government a number of iron 
godowns for Wladiwostok, which is now made;familiar as the land- 
ing place of the Great Northern Company’s cable. 

M. Victor Borie succeeds M. Pinard as Chairman of the Board 
of Directors to the Comptoir d’Escompte of Paris. The new 
director was lately secretary-general of the’same establishment, 
and is well known in France as a writer on commercial and agri- 
cultural subjects. 

In our shipping casualties it will be seen that the China trader 
Yangtsze, Captain Smith, of 700 tons, is reported lost on the Pa- 
racels, bound from Foochow to New York with a cargo of teas. 
She left Foochow Sept. 29. The Yangtsze was owned by Messrs- 
Lewin and Co., and the brokers Messrs. Killick, Martin, and Co. 

The P. and O. Co.’s extra steamer Pekin left on the 23rd with a 
general cargo for Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai, via Suez 
Canal. She takes no bullion. She is intended for the service of 
the main India and China line. 

The steamer Menelaus, one of Holt’s line, has arrived from 
Shanghai, with a cargo of teaand 600 bales of silk. At Singapore 
she took on board about 600 pilgrims for Jeddah, in the Red Sea. 
This is anotherjinstance where shipowners make the full use, or 
rather abuse, of the clause in the bill of lading permitting the 
vessel to call at any port, either in or out of the regular route ; 
but we regret that a steamer of Holt’s line should transgress, as 
the line on the whole is a model of successful management. It is 
not likely that passengers or shippers will submit to a repetition 
of such treatment, and it is difficult to see how the cargo could 
have been protected against this risk, which was not entered on 
by the underwriters when the steamer left Shanghai. It appears 
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that this vessel did get on shore on a coral reef near Jeddah, and 
on arrival at Suez was placed in quarantine in consequence of 
having carried these pilgrims, many of whom died on board. 
Besides the risk of navigation, there was the chance of fire, or of 
the pilgrims taking the ship, pilgrims being a fanatical people. 
The case of the Oberon, which called at St. Paul’s to the rescue of 
the crew of the Megera, can be excused on the ground of succour 
to a shipwrecked crew.
